Why Are You Shy About Exercising An Apostolate? 


We have noted several times that Catholics are 
at the bottom of the list of those who “do something” 
for their faith in the communities in which they 
live or in the colleges and universities which they 
attend. They seem to have an inferiority complex. 
Because they know of the dislike of many for their 
religion, they are fearful to bring it into the open 
even when they would be competent to defend their 
Church against almost any charge by its critics. 


Most Catholics seem to be unaware that even 
without an effort on their part their Church is 
rowing in this country faster than al) the other re- 
igions taken together, and that a goodly proportion 
of converts come from the intellectual class, from 
those who hardly need to be informed that if Christ 
was God and He established a Church and promised

to remain with it until the end of the world, histori- 
cally that could be only the Catholic Church. 


According to a survey taken by a non-Catholic 
organization a year ago Baptists and Methodists and 
Presbyterians up to 70 % to 80% of the total mem- 
bership, have striven to interest others in their re- 
ligion; but among Catholics only 17% ever did any- 
thing, even by handing out literature, to acquaint 
others with their faith. 

Frank J. Sheed, the London and New York pub- 
lisher, who knows the situation in England, points 
out that, during the past generation, many leading 
intellectuals of England, including the best known 
Protestant churchmen, have embraced the Catholic 
faith, and that most of the present-day writers of 
best sellers are converts to the faith. 


Until a century ago the Catholic Church was 
not even permitted to have a Bishop in England. 
Today it has more active members than the Angli- 
cans of the Established Church. Billy Graham will 
tell you that Protestantism has practically folded up 
in that country as far as practicing membership is 
concerned, and as far as its influence goes. As over 
here, some of its chief clergymen lean pretty far 
to the left, and are far more secular than religious- 
minded in their thinking.

Tortured For Christ 


FTER enly a few vyears im 
power. the Chinese Commun- 
ists have set at least one world’s 
record which might stand ferever. 
Their jails are far worse than the 
mest infamous prisenms previously 
known to this generation of man- 
kind, according te Father Paul J. 
Duchesne. Maryknoil Missioner in 
Henge Kons. 

“The stuffy holes remind vou of 
slave galleys; rooms 10 by 16 feet 
with 25 prisoners packed in: fixed 
hours for satisfying calls of na- 
ture: hard concrete floors, glaring 
lights and blaring leud speakers 
with their incessant indoctrination 
eourses—these are only a few of 
the conditions that have led hun- 
dreds of poor Chinese to suicide.” 

“Ten years in Dachau weuld not 
be as bed as twe vears in a2 Com- 
munist jail” a French priest re- 
eently expelled from China told 
Father Duchesne. During World 
War Il he had been imprisened in 
that noterieus Nazi concentration 
camp for three years. Other mis 
sieners, veterans of Ja 
prisen camps known for ingenious 
brutalities, declared that those 
were like rest homes in compari- 
son with the Communist jails they 
had experienced. 

“I had visited cells in America.” 
recalls Father Duchesne, “where 
each prisoner had a mattress on 
his bed. carpet on the fleer, cur- 
tains at the windows, private teilet 
and wash basin, and ear phones 
from a central radie. That jail 
had a hospital, a chapel, a theatre. | 
a gymnasium and large airy dining | 
rooms. Its kitchen would deo credit 
te any of the better hotels.” 

The treatment endured by two 
missioners who arrived in Hong 
Keng only a few weeks ago bears 
eut Father Duchesne’s point. One. 
a Belgian imprisoned for three and 
one-half years, had been questicn- 
ed for as many as 21 days and 
nights at a time. 
peried he wore 13-pound irons on 
his feet and was not permitted to 
sleep.

Mystical Rose 


REV. RICHARD GINDER 


AST week we considered Our 

Lady as a tower of ivory. To- 
day let's go a step higher. Let’s 
look on our Blessed Mother as 
the Mystical Rose, living to delight 
our eyes with its delicate shade, 
to fill our senses with its perfume, 
to help us forget for a moment or 
two the sadness of our exile, and 
raise our eyes to the turrets and 
battlements of our eternal home. 


Has anyone ever called a rose 
ugly? Has anyone ever ploughed 
up his rose garden, perhaps to 
plant petunias or asparagus, be- 
cause he got tired of roses? 


Thinking it over, we can see 
that the rose has always been a 
type—a symbol of beauty; just as 
bread is the symbol of food, and 
the lyre, of music. So men have 
grasped at it as a catchword—a 
more poetic way of Saying, simply, 
“the beautiful.” We have songs— 
“The Last Rose of Summer” and 
“The Rose of Tralee”—and Shakes- 
peare’s verse, “A rose by any other 
name would smell as sweet’—all 
illustrating this use of the name. 


We, in our western lands, are 
not alone in our regard for the 
rose. All over Palestine and Syria 
the rose is cultivated and passion- 
ately admired by the people, today, 
in this 20th century, by the racial 
and cultural descendants of the 
first Christians! In Damascus, a 
city whose name must have been 
very familiar to the Blessed Moth- 
er—it was, in fact, the place where 
St. Paul was baptized a Christian; 
in this city, hundreds of people 
earn their living, handling roses, 
distilling rose water, extracting 
attar and syrup of roses. The 
traveller sees large plantations of 
roses as he rides through the 
countryside. 


Mystical Beauty 


But it is not enough to think 
of our Blessed Mother as merely 
a rose, for hers is more than a 
meaningless beauty. Hers is a 
mystical beauty, directed and point- 
od te Almighty God toward a sub- 
lime end. 


Compare her with Eve, our 
fleshly mother. There we see a 
plant, thick with leaves but with- 
out any fruit. God looked for a 
flower in her soul and found none. 
She was a barren figtree on whom 
a curse was laid. 


The new Eve, our spiritual moth- 
er, also grew before the Most High. 
The Lord looked on her and bless- 
ed her and she brought forth—not 
thorns and thistles, but a rose, 
the most beautiful ever seen among 
men, gathering its delicate petals 
before the magnificence of its 
Creator. 


Who can describe his feelings 
before the rich chasteness ofa new- 
blown rose? We see it in the 
distance and come running. All 
other flowers are forgotten. None 
can compare with this. We take 
it carefully by the stem and ex- 
amine it. We turn it this way and 
that, holding it in the sunlight, in 
the shadow, so that we can take 
in its every possible aspect. We 
bend over and let its fragrance 
fill our consciousness. Then, rath- 
er than leave it, we bring it with 
us back into the house so that it 
may be with us as long as possible. 

Mary is the mystical rose. Her 
beauty remains forever. She is 
with us always, and her petals 
never wilt—her sweetness never 
vanishes. If we could see her with 
the eyes of the soul as we shall 
see her after we've left this body 
—if we could look on her with 
God’s eyes, so to speak, then we 
would understand why, of all the 
souls created by the Everlasting 
Father, He loved this one most. 


In the instant of her creation 
He saw her life of love and devo- 
tion to His only-begotten Son. Her 
soul was like a rose in His hand 
—perfect—the petals arching del- 
icately around the heart of the 
flower, its sweet odor rising be- 
fore His face. 


He saw these things and He 
knew that this exquisite flower 
must be the mother of His Son. 
No spot must wither her beauty. 
And she entered into an everlast- 
ing covenant with Him: she would 
keep herself the virgin-bride of the 
Almighty God—and He agreed to 
the pact and through her gave His 
Son to the world without violating 


her integrity—so that her maiden- 
hood was at the same time a 
pledge of divine love and of her 
own fidelity to her eternal Spouse.

Separation of Church and State is necessary in this country. 
At the time our government was formed, most of the 13 original | 
states had such a union of the Colony with a special denomina-| 
tion. Bancroft, probably the best historian the United States 
has had, pointed out that in the Catholic colony of Maryland 
religious liberty was granted to members of all Protestant de- 
Rominations while in all other colonies but one Catholics were 
not tolerated, nor even non-conformist Protestants. 

It was precisely because there were so many religions in this 
country when our present government was formed that the Con- 
stitutional provision was written. The new nation would not 
tolerate the official recognition of any particular Church as a! 
State Church. That provision has been misinterpreted so often | 
by the Catholic Church’s critics to mean that the State could have 
nothing to do with religion, and should not be allowed to coop- 
erate with it In any manne!

how unwarranted such a conclusion would be. In fact. 


the State does cooperate with the Church in many ways. The 
Senate and House are opened with prayers every day, and the 
chaplain is paid by the government; the army invites the differ- 
ent religions to supply chaplains to the men in service; practically 
every State institution has a chaplain, authorized by the State 
itself.

You may not have known it, but there are 20,000,000 Cath- 
oli¢s living in the 50 largest cities of the United States where only 
7,000,000 Protestant communicants live. 

JONES: No, I did not know that. But if that be true, I can 
readily understand what you tell me, namely, that the Catholic 
Church does not promote any movement hostile to Protestants. 
They certainly could do it where they outnumber the professed 
Protestants by three to one.
